Hughes at Fxbridge, of Sir George Peckham at Denhay, 
and of the Earle of Lincolnein Chanon Row in London: 
T he time choſen to aR, & publiſh theſc wonders,were 
the yeeres 85, and 86, ending with the apprehenſion, 
and execution of Ballard, and Babington, and the reſt 
of that impious conſort. 
And becauſe the gentle Invitator of vs to come, and 
ſee hisxwonders, when wee come to ſee them , himſelfe,

ot Rome, and his holy cruc, as that little time hath 
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Toſt, wherein- ſomething hath not beene attempted a. 
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A declaration of Popith impoſture 
gainſt her Maieſtie, and the kingdowe , fince her firſt 
comming to the crowne,to this prefent time. I will ones . 
ly point, atthoſe former times, as I cowe along to our 
time of this tragedie of dcuils. 

Her Highneſſe was no ſooner come to the Crowne; 
but Hare then wife tothe K. of Fraunce;; was decla- 
redin Paristo be the lawfull Q. of England, and the 
armes of both her Maieſties kingdoms, England.& Ire 
land, were commaunded to be ſet, in vaſir,et taperibus res 
gys, et reliquis vteuſilibus. The popith Biſhops, lately be« 
fore deprived inthe ſecond yeere of her Maieſties 
raigne, purpoſed to loſe no time , when preſently after 
their ſaid depoſition : plerique eoris excommicationts cens 
ſuram aduerſus reginans alioſq, nonullos ad hibendam cenſu- 
erwn. It was no long time her this, whe it ſhould haue 
been a Canon ſet down,in the Counſell of Trent,by the 
inſtigation of his Ho/ines Agents there preſent : de Eb 
zabetha hexretica declaranaa, if the Emperor had not in- 
terpoſed to ſtay that courſe. Tt was time well plyed,whe 
the ſame his Holizes contriuing her Maicſties vtter de- 
ſtrucion, (as appeares inthelife of Pi«s 5. publiſhedin 
Tealian) and drawing the king of Spaine into the ſawe, 
hee ſent ouer one Robert Godolphs a Florentine, vnder 
the colour of Merchandiſe, hether into. England,to cx- 
cite a rebellion, & futniſhed him with 15 0co, Crownes 
cowards the ſame : by whoſe cunning perſwaſion , the 
Noble men in the North parts beeing riſen in Armes, 
forth commeth the Popes Bu//, blanched with afayre 
goodly face of paſtorall zeale, and loue to the Catho- 
lique religion, excomunicating of pure deuotion (God 
wot) the Queenes Maieſtie, and diſcharging her ſub- 
ics from their allegeance vnto her : becing ine 
naught els, ſaue a deuiliſh Engine, to ſtrengthen the re- 
bellion : which beeing diſſolued, and the heads thereof 
diſperſed, che time was plied on (ul with —— 
"0, NO ES, TO ne ON ters, 


Letters, written from the Pope , containing matter of 
_ new.comfort, and epcouragement to'the Dake of Nore 
fake, the cloſe deſigned head of that rebellion, by his 
intended mariage with the Scotryb Dnucene, Forces were 
romiſed to be ſent ouer with all ſpecde from beyond. 
ſeas, to the ayde of the faide Dake, vnder the leading of 
Yuelh , appointed to that office by name from the king 
of Spaine; the comming of which forces,the Duke him 
ſelfe did ſtay, by lofing his head; And leaſt the King of 
Spaine ſhould quaile-in his princely deſignements a- 
gainſt this kingdome, in regard of his-infortunate ſuc- 
ceſle, Sanders, (thePopes darling) eggs him on with a 
freſh aſſault,to keepe the Spaniſh Engines in worke, al- 
ledging this,as his maine battery to cauſe the King to be 
dooing , that the whole ſtate of Chriſtendome foods 
ypon the hote aſlayling of England, _- 
Neither was it long time ere this vigilant champion 
had gainedtime againe, by obtaining of his Hohneſſe, 
men, mony, and munition, with which hee came with 
open armes into Ireland, likea Furie from Hell: and in 
his vaine hopes had deuoured. that kingdome,, for the 
vicof his. holy Father the Pope forſooth, :and for his

How Door Parry plyed 
his time, in enforming his conſcience, for the ſuddaine, 
and deſperate murthering of the Queene : (for there 
was no time ſpared, no meanes vnaſlaied, no deuiſe vn- 
thought vps, no perſon vnattempted, cuery one of that 
holy helliſh aſlociation,ſtriuing to win the garland from 
other, by hauing his hands ſooneſt, and deepeſt dyedin

Which ſtratageme, becing inſpired by the Pope in- 
to Par/ons, by Par/ons into Eammnads, alias Weſton, a Pro- 
uinciall of the order of Icſuits for that time, reſiding 
heere in England : betweene Parſons, and whom, as be- 
tweene two /ntelligences, ina ſuperior, andan inferior 
ſphzre, there was a mutuall communication of all mat- 
eers of import, and by the ſame Edmwnds becing brea-

into their hands huge mines, and maſſes of gold, filuer, 
and treaſure ( called: by the Artiſans-in that myſterie 
Treaſure Trome) ſuppoſed to bc hidden,in ders hou- 
ſes, woods, & plots of ground heere in England : vyhe- 
ther to furniſh the heads and leaders of the conſpirators 
for their holy ſeruice, they hadin hand againſt her Ma- 
ieſtie; and the ſtate, or to enrich their owne cofers, I 
leaueit:to conieRure. | 

For compaſling of this treaſure, there was a conſocia- 


tion betweene 3 or 4 prieſts, dewil-coninrers, and 4 diſco. 


werers, or ſeers, reputed to carry about with they, their 
familiars in rings, and glafles, by whoſe ſuggeſtion they 
came-to notice of thoſe golden hoards. The Names 
of the 4;ſconerers, or /cers, were theſe: Smith, Rickton,

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Touching Denham the Gentleman, chicfe owner of 
the Manor, teſtifietrchat the 4 ſeers, orimpoſtors, had 
borne him in hand, that there was great ſtore of Treg. 
ſnare Trouve, hidden in his faid Manor , and appointed 
him a night certaine, when to digge for the ſame, which 
time they kept : and that himlſelfe with diyers of his ſer. 
uants being; preſent,'there was nothing found, but olde 
empty earthen pots. And concerning Fxtmer,the ſame 
Gentleman tells vs alfo , that the impoſtors afore-ſaid, 
departed from his houſe to Fa/mer.. But the penner of 
theſe miracles , remembers more diſtintly, both the 
yeere, moneth, and day, when they went thither .. The 
22 of Ottober,anno $4. there came 3 conlurers to Fl. 
»er,vpon a Thurſday(faith he)and there remained wor- 
king in their Arte, vntill the Tucſday following, 

Vpon occaſion of the praQtitioning of theſe coſeners, 
and deuill coniuring prieſts for money, was phancieda 
conceite, and from phancie grew rumours, and tales,a« 
wmoneſt the common ſort (as vpon any ſlcight occaſion 
of ſuch matters, hauc vſcd tobe) of ſpirits, deuils, and 
bug-beares, walking, and haunting thoſe places, and 
houſes where the coniuring had beene . Sara Filkams, 
one of their patients, ſaith, That ſee had net beene long at 
| Fulmer, 4xt ſhe heard ſay, that the houſe was troubled with 
ſpirits. The penner of the miracles, asif he meant to ſcare 
vs with the very noyſe, reports vs the manner of the 
Hobgoblins in a very tragicall ſtile .

Secondly, if he wonld'know how it cometh to paſſe, 
that the famous 7hyrews hauing laboured, and ſweat ſo 
much toſct downe all the cauſes,waies, & meanes, how 
wicked ſpirits doe come to haunt houſes, and having 
by the dexteritie of his wit found out twelue waics, this

For the ſecond point : why ſometimes, a devill alone, 
ſometimes an 100, ſometimes a thouſand , arc blowne 
outataclap; there are rwo waighty reafons attending 
that deuiſe. One is to aduaunce heereby the reputation 
of ſome man of eſpeciall note, and credite amongſt 
them, who muſt be their Hercules, to controle with his 
club the monſter maifter-devils'of greateſt potencie, 
and commaund. Eneryplodding prieſt could caft out 
an vrchin, or boy deuil}, the raſcall guard that attended 
Prince Hiachro : but Hoa the Generall of Styx, with 
his ſcauen Colonels vnder him, the ſeauen maiſters of 
the ſcauen deadly finnes, muſt be a monſter reſerved for 
Weftons owne club, and none but his.

Te was ſufficient for the gracing of {ampion amongſt 
the Catholiques in England,with whom he was in eſpe- 
ciall reputation, that his girdle, which came from /era- 
ſalem, & was worne at Tybarne, ſhould at the firſt touch 
of the party poſſeſſed, ſtunt the devils wits.

This is an huge vertue in a prieſt, that caſts fo farre 
off:we doe not reade that the demoniacksin the Goſpe|, 
did euer thus skud from our Saujour Chriſt ; but that is 
to little purpoſe . God needed not ſo much to grace his 
fonne, who by the power of his Diuinity, was able to 
manifeſt himſelfe, to be the power of God: but our 
Exorciſts being deemedin moſt places of the world, 
for no better then iugling mates, there is great reaſon 
pardy, they ſhould be graced with more gracefull mi- 
racles, then cuer were accompliſhed by our Sauiour 
Chriſt. 

This frighting,and tormenting power in preſence ofa 
pneſt,is not giuen equally to al a-like,as the deuils them» 
ſclnes are not all of a pitch. If he be an old ſturdy deuill, 
& ſtand out the prieſts preſence, then as the prieſt hath 
this tormenting power iti more efpeciall meafure, and 
approachesin perſon neerer to the poſſeſſed, the more 
the deuil in the party afflited, and tormented. 7r4j- 
fords devil being a tough weather: beaten; ſpirit, was not 
\much moucd at the preſence of Stamp the prieſt, who 
had this tormenting power as ſcemes ho remiſſis gradt- 
buy, But when Edmnnds came , and had inueſted him- 
ſelfe in his holy roabesz heare how the deuil fared, in 
Edmunds owne termes : Inbet ſacerdos ita wht erat ſacris 
mdutus veflibus , ante ſe -infirommy conftitui ,' Edmund! 
commanding in his ſacred gearc to bring in the demo- 
niack, and ſet him in his preſence. And marke what 
followed : Hic ille toto corpore comremiſcere,et horrere, 
ftaare cepit.

7Trayfordcomes behind plod- 
ding vpon a Jade, and this tormenting heate from the 
perſen of the prieſt reaches vnto him: hee felt fuch an 
exceeding burning in his head(faith the Authour of the 
' Miracles) as he crycd all the way as he rode water, water, 


and yet we find this remoue was the 8, or 9, of Nowem \ 
ber, when men doe not commonly ſurfet of heat.

ſprite-tormenting vertue, is ſo top ful in the body of a 
prieſt, andof ſo potent an aQtiuity, as many timesit{ 
runnes ouer, and many times iſſues from his perſon, as 
beames doefrak the ſunne, without hisowne priuitie, 
or ſence. Andit hath not the qualitics of Srygras fire a» 
lone, toſcorch, burne, torment, and fugate the deuil, 
butit hath. a power Antiperiſtian beſides, to repel, and 
bandie backe the deuil into his kenel againe: and this 
without any action, motis,or intendement of the prieſt: 
fo asa prieſt may baffle a devil ſtanding ſtone ſti}, with- 
out ſtirring. hand, or moouing a foote.

And vvhat 
needs now any more wier-drawing , and prophaning 
of holy ſcripture, for the founding, & crediting of your 
enchaunted water? it hath the ſame warrant of his ſoue-

= Sara Wilkams tels vs, that ſhe ſaid noſuch thing, 
and that the prieſts themſelues,for the better gracing of 
thoſe fourc holy ſcourges, wers the deuils:Heralds, and 
did proclaime them in her name,orthe name of the.de« 
uil, and ſo putit downe in theyr Miracle-booke as the 
deuils owne words.

—— and wants, they by misfortune loſt the ſaid 
grains, and he comforts his holy ſhriuelings,his ghoſt- 
ly good children, telling them in honeſt cermes, thata 
lictle prety peble ftone taken vp out of a gutter , would 
ſerue the turne cuen as well, ſo it were receiued & kept, 
with humility, and deuotion. But our holy tragedians 
were,as ſeemes; afraid, that theſe old brayed geare(holy 
water, halowed candle, and frankenſence) would not 
hold our, and play their parts wel , and therefore they 
thought good to cry them out of hand, as they vic to 
cry Mackerels,when they are afraide of ſmelling. This 
feare was vety needlefle, for as you ſec holy water in this 


dcuil-pageant hath _ it felfe wel, eſpecially in the 


miracle of the Mare: fo you ſhal ſec holy candle, fran- 
kincenſe, and the reſt, play theyr parts no worſe : for 
they were all deuil-whippes of the maker , of a ſtaight 
ſocke, cleane:corde, & furetwilt,as truc and wel-knot- 
ted ſtuffe; as ever Wadesrmylt did afford. 

You ſhal hauc holy'candle play his part, in the Au- 
thour his owne phaſe and penning,for his better grace. 
The wholc hoyfe'at Denham, ſaith the Miacle-maker, 
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was ſo haunted with {pirits, that a mayde could not ca- 
ric a candle lighted in her hand, excepr it were halowed, 
No meruaile though the candles went out fo thicke 
at Denham: for there the deuils kept theyr acts in tewe- 
bris ſo thicke with the poore maids , as Sara confeſſcth 
ſhe durſt not goe to Dibda/es chamber alone, for feare 
of deuil-pufting;as little gelling by his vnholy handling, 
ke had beene an holy. prieſt. Yetthe baudy Poet tells 
them, that ſomtiwea little candle-light doth not amiſle 
at that deuil-worke, and therfore not amiſle inſerted by 
the Author, ;that an-halowed.'candel ſhould ſometime 
burne before the deuil. | 

- But in an other paſlage, the miracle-noter tels vs, that 
the deuil puffed at the holy candel, as hard as he could, 
and could aotgetitout: this Sera faith, was puffed in 
by the penner, to-puffe vp a part for the holy candel to 
play : But I am verily of opinion, that the deuil puffed 
| Indeede, and that the prieſts hada iuſt ſcantling, & fize 
of the deuils breath,to know how ſtrong,and deepe the 
deuil was able to puffe, and when hee puffed his beſt : 
themſclues having often out-breathed, and out-puſfed 
bim, as 'you' baue formerly heard : and therefore they 
knew , how to hallow a candle ſo high, and to fuch a 
pitch, as the deuil with all the breath in his belly, ſhould 
not be able to puſfe it out . And why not as cafily, and 
with as good-a grace, as fo hallow a candel, to fuch a 
| ſublimirie, abſtra.& quinteſſential narure , as doth this 
day burne before the bleſſed ſhrine of our Lady at 4#- 


14, without waſting or diminntion, without receauing | 


any adition of matter, to fecde, and preſerue the light, 
except nutriment onely. Iewasno great diſgrace to the 
deui)s.puffe., :that could nor blow out the holy: candel, 
being appily-ſupported, by the holy candleſtick of the 
prieſt,. + |

ſaw, that the Egyptian prieſts, perfuming theyr two 
_— 16s, and Ofirs, with this holy ſmoake , and 
boving wly proclaime of theyr Images at Rome, # 
emmibus wicts ſtatue fatle, ad eas thus & ceres, that they 
halowed them, and theyr Altars with frankinſence, and 
candle: you haue very wiſely, deuoutly,and heatheniſh- 
ly.\moaked your Altars, your images, your Churches, 
. your veltments, your reliques,your beades,your bookes, 
; your breeches with this perfume, for feare of deuil-bla- 
ſlingz and therefore you needed-not vppon our deuil 
Theater to grace it with any new wonder. 
The fourth feareful whip halowed out of hel, was the 
booke of Exorcilmes: which though Sremp the prieſt 
- ſhewed Saraa little corner of out of his pocket , when 
he was new come from Londonto Dexhary, telling her

I T is arule in _Mengrs, the denill-maitix, and Thyrew 

the demill-varniſher, that the deuill which is to be dil. 
poſleſſed, muſt be commaundecd to: goe out in a viſible 
forme, & for the evidence of his departing be enioynd, 
to crackea-quarrie in the glaſſe window, or to blow aut 
a candle ; which beeing two ſuch ſupernaturall aQtions, 
as by aconſorted conſpirator with the Exorciſt , with- 


out.the helpe of a cherry-ſtone, or the ſuddaine puffcof 


a wenthes breath, or the ſwinge. of ther ſleeve; cannot 
cleanly -be conueicd , it is no :maruel] though they be 
made a demonſtation,that the deuil is ſurely gone. The 
penner of our deuil-cragzdy hath.not forgotts to keepe 
good decorwn.in this, for hee hath fancied, and feigned 
divers well ſceming formes,and ſimilitades; for his ſlage

and all in a mans face : next, it reades you a plaine Lec-

She further ſaith,that one night whilſt this examinate 
was in bedde , there was a ſcraping in the corner of the 
chamber about the ſeeling, as if it had been the ſcraping 
of a rat, whereupon ſome that were in the chamber ran 
forth, ſaying, it was an cuill ſpirit, that made that noyſe. 
And Ma: Cornelius a prieſt becing in the next chamber, 
came preſently foorth in his gowne , with his booke of 
Exorciſmes in his hand, & went into the corner, where 
the noiſe was.

And fuch 
her dreames ſhe hath learned by their ſpeeches, to call 
them viſions. Oftheſe viſions they would make of the, 
what they thought good , Whereas this exam: confe(:

her head being woken,andthat ſhe meruailed, how they

This exam: further faith, that oftentimes when ſhe 
was wel, & thatthe prieſts vpon her laughing, or words, 
would fay: /t was not he, but the demill, ſhe did verily ſys 
ſpeR, that they did not ſay truly therein, & that ſhewas .

About the time of maiſter e-L-azes aforeſaid com- 
munication with me, maiſter Edmnds,alias Wefton, had 
kately (as it was reported) caſt a devill out of one CMar- 
wood: whereupon he the ſaid maiſter eHray, at the time 

; before mentioned, did highly commend vnto mee the 
exorciſmes of Fa. Edmunds, ſaying that hee (the ſaid &4- 
munds) would make the denils themſelues now confeſſe, that 
theyr kingdome was neere at an end.

conciled, as hath beene before mentioned , And that 
cannot be denied, but that in the courſe which wee held 


with the aid pretended Deqmoniacks ,, many occaſions 


were ginen, and aptly taken, to ſeorne and deride the 
orders, & ſeruice now eſtabliſhed by her Maicſtics lawes 
mthe Church of England. 

Likewiſe I muſt confeſle,that the courſe we held,was 
ſopleafing to ſuch as ſaw it, or were informed of it by 
thoſe that they truſted, as it prooued very gainfull vnto 
vsall that were prieſts : wee had out of queſtion procu- 
red ynto our ſelues yery great fauour, credit, and repu-

| tleman, anifam fally perſwaded; that they haue depo

ſefiis. The effe&twherof is,that they. were drawn by our 
cunning carriage of matters, to ſeeme-as though they 
had becne poſſeflied, when as in'truth they werenot; 
' neither:were there any of the prieſts ignorant in my 6+ 
, ſcience of their diſſimulation, nor the parties themfelues 
| (as now. it appeareth) of our diſſembled proceeding

After I had beene my ſelfe firſt at one of theyr exor: 
ciſings, it was my channce toe that night with maiſter

ference aboutat;:Ivied ſome fuch words, as though I 
doubted, whether the party were. aQtually, and really 
ſlefſed. For I my ſelfe being not acquainted with a- 
nie plot deuiſedby Fa: Edmunas,or any other, ſpake my 
minde ſome-what more plainely;then Iperceaucd Ma: 
Thomſon wel liked of . His aunſwer vnto me was in ef-

Aud although I for my part will 3 
not make 1t an article of my (reede, yet I thmke that godhe 
credubtie doth —_— for the furthering of t he ( atho<.

ther proceedings: orto this effc& . Not long after, alſo 
talking with Mz Stamp, at the Lo. Vanx his houſein 
Hackney, concerning theſe matters, and demaunding of 
him ſeriouſly his opinion,what he thought of them : his 
aunſer was , that rhey were things of ſuch importance, as 
would further the Catholique cauſe, more then all the bookes 
that had beene written of late yeeres, about the controuerfies ' 
i Religion with the ProteFlants : with which aunſwer, I 
ſeemed to reſt contented, becauſe I ſaw thereby he was 
not willing to enter into any playner courſe with me. 

I would not hane this my confeſſion further exten- 
ded then my meaning is, I doc not take vpon me either 
direQly or indireRy, to oppoſe my ſelfe to the three 
poynts of the Treatiſe before mentioned , which are 
ſirengehened with ſome authorities, both of the Scrip- 
fures, and of the auncient Fathers, and Writers . How 
beit, as I accountit preſumption to denie all thoſe Hi- 
ſtories, as touching the caſting out of deuils in the Pri- 
mitve Church, fince the Apoſtles times; fo to belecue 
al thatis written thereof, I holdie a point of great mad-

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The confeſsion of ' 
nes, andT doubt'\not but the ſoundeſt Catholiquesin 
Europeare of my opinion. For beit truethat is alledged 


in the ſaid treatiſe of S. Ambroſe, that he neuer heard of 


any,that could counterfeit himfelfe to be a Demoniack, 
yet later experience hath caught vs the contrary. 'And 


indeede,the artificial skil conſidered where-vnto prieſts 


have attained , it is averyeaſie matter to bring a young 
girle, or a youth, to doe, and ſpeake thoſe things, which 
the Exorciſts can readily colour, and interpret; asif it 
were both done, and ſpoken by deuils, that did polleſſe 


them. Bur yet this I wil ſay, and giuc it for aruletoall 


Catholiques heereafter , that wil not purpoſely ſuffer 
themſclues to be deluded : let them but mark diligently 
when they are preſent at any fuch aQions,what the par- 
ties, pretended to be polſcſied, doe eyther a,or ſpeak, 
and then they shal perceaue nothing, but may very well 
be diſlembled; or otherwiſe vttered in great diſtemper, 
procured by loathſome potions, and violent fumigati- 
ons. And they shal be very wel armed againſt all fuch 
deceites,if euer it be their haps to heare, or read the con- 
fellions, and examinations of the partics before mentio- 
ned. Marrie they muſt keepe their owne counſe| : For 
1 am perſwaded, that if any shall ſeeme to be a curious 


| beholder at ſuch times,and a mouer of queſtions, he 5hal 


not be any welcome gueſt vnto them. Heercof any may 
be further aduertiſed, that wil take the paines to readea 
little French Treatiſe, of a * copnterfeit Demoniack at 
Parts, and how the Exorciſts could in no fore endure the 
queſtions, & doubts,that were propounded vnto them, 
when they were at their work, but pretended that ſuch 
curioſity, and want of faith did greatly hinder themin 
their proceedings. 

There will be many exceptions taken to that, which 
heere I haue delivered vpon my conſcience, to prove 
that the ſaid partiespretended to be poſleſied, were not

did, and pourea it mo her porredge, which ſhe eating, ſwal- 
lowed vp the kmife in that liquid ſub$tance, and the ſame bes | 
iug ſo in ber body, 1 reduced it into the artificiall forme which 
before it had. Ana thus much you may beleene (quoth the 
deuil) if youu be but Philoſophers, or to this effect. Wher- 
ynto for aunſwer as the truth is, ſo farre forth, as I know 
or belecue . Firſt as the peece of the knife came out of 
her mouth, without hurting of her (ifit came out of her 
mouth at all, and that there were not a ſhift of legerde- 
maine vſed to make it ſeeme indecde to thoſe that were 
preſent, that it came out of her mouth) ſo mightit be ta« 
ken forth againe, hauing beene put into her mouth by 
the Exorciſt himſelfe, for ought I know, as ſome of the 
ſad parties haue acknowledged,that the Exorciſts fom- 
times would chruſt bigge bones, and peeces of reliques 
Into their monthes .

in, thought our ſelues hardly dealt with by them, and 
that they did but enuie at the comendation, which they 
ſaw wee daily gayned , them(ſclues being no aftors a- 
mone(t vs, But now I ſee,that the ſaid auncient Fathers 
had beene acquainted of likelihood with ſuch deviſes 
beyond the Seas,and were greatly greeued to have them 
brought into England : notwithſtanding Ma: Edmunds, 
and thereſt, would needes proceede (as is before inpart 
expreſled,) and have thereby to their perpetual ſhame, 
made them true Prophets. 

I haue my ſelfc before confeſſed, that my penis in the 
booke, that was taken with Ma: Barnes, wherein I layd 


| together thoſe things, that Sara Williams was pretended 


to haue done, and ſaid in one of her fits at Hackney, the 
toof Ianuaric, ſome things whereof I ſaw, and heard 
my ſelfe, others I receaued by peece- meale of Maiſter 
Thomſon, Ma: Thalice, and others, and layd chem alto- 
gcther, with the beſt skill T had, to make them fecme 
ſtrange, and wonderfull . For although both my ſclfc 
(as T faid before) and o Tthinke of the reſt, did know

que cauſe, and great” diſcredit to the Proteſtants, wee 
held it tawfull to doe, as we did. 

Shortly after I had firſt conformed my ſelfe to the 
fate ofthe Church, cftabliſhed heere in England, and 
there-vpon diſcloſed many things to the late Lo. Trea- 
farer, concerning ſundry very pernicious defignments 
zyainſt her Maieſtie, and this ſtate; I fell againe to my 
old courfe, by the. perfwaſton of ſome of my aunciene 
acquaintance that were prieſts, haning had ſmall time 
to ground my ſelfe by ſtudy, thereby to defend my ſaid 
conformitie. I was no ſooner come to my old byace,bue 
they ſoone drew mee, for the good of the Catholique 
cauſe, to ſay that all in cffe& was falſe that I had before 
confeſſed. Although not long after, the treaſons did ſo 
breake forth, and were fo fully confeſſed by Babingron 
himfelfe, tharnor onely that, which T had reported was 
wſtified by them to be true, but a great deale more then 
ever I knew, or dreamed of. Likewiſe I having detec- 
tedin ſome part the folly of the ſaid exorcifings, itis 
ſcarce credible how earneſt the ſaid pricſts were with 
me, toavow them againe for matters of veritic. Where- 
vnto for the reaſon before mentioned, I did vvillingly 


yeeld, nothing doubting but that , if God ſhould once. 


2gaine ſo draw his grace from mee, as that I ſhould be- 
come to be as then I was (that is, wholy addied'to po- 
 pery, as truſt m-bis mercy hee will neuer doc) I ſhould 
be asready againe to deny all that now I have affirmed 
ypon my oath,as I was before.

Be- 
ſides, they haue other obieQions that ſerue theyr turnes, 
as that the Magiſtrates in England arc no competent 
Judges, the Queene herſelfe ſtanding excommunicate, 
and that therefore the examinations taken before them,

ther Gentlemen ; gaue it out that I was ſurely poſleſſed; | 
and afterwards to make the ſame good, haue publiſhed 
in the ſame booke, the teſtimonie of the deuil higalelfe, 
asitis pretended; whereof anon. 

Vpon this report I could doe nothing(asT am enfor- 
med) but it wasfaid, that the deuil did dire& meinir. 
In ſo;much as when 1rode to Denham my ſelfe (ass be» 

2 fore expreſſed) it was giuea forth, as I perceaue, that 

| the horſe I rid vpon was a deuil,and that 1 had deuils at= 

' tending vpon mein liueric coates, by that which I find 

written, and reported of me: there. was never young 
Gentleman (I think) more abuſed then I have been. 

Afﬀeer ſome time ſpent at Fulmer by the prieſts with 
the ſaid Trayferd, and Sara Wikiams, they came allof 
them with Ma: Edmond Peckham, and his wife to Den+ 
ham (as it is mentioned in the ſaid booke) & I not kno- 
wing at that time, what reports were bruted abroad of 

| me, reſorting thither(as ] was wont)fellinto their ſnares, 
| which I wouldfurely haue auoyded, if poſfibly I could 
| hauc ſuſpeRed, that they would cuer haue dealt with 
| me, asafterwards they did. 

At wy comming thither amongſt them, I was kindly 
vicd, andlodgedin the furtheſt part of the houſe : the

Cooke ſignified vnto me, that there was great walking 


of ſpirits about the houfe, & that diucrs had been great<. 


The firſt night:that T came thi- 
ther (as I remember) I was ſome-what cuill at eaſe, and 
whether this report, that did ſome-thing aſtoniſh me, 
ddmake me worfe or no, I cannot tell : but I grew 
worle, and worſe, in ſo much as my old difeaſcat a very 
wicked time, did there take hold of me... bf] 
'The' diſeaſe 1 fpake of, was a fpice of the IHother, 
where-with Thad becne troubled: (as is before: mentio- 
hed) before my going into: Fraunce : whether I doc 
nohely termeie che 1o:her or no, know not: butit is 
wel knowne to: the Phyſicians in London; thatbe alive, 
andwere then of anyiname,that myeldeſt brother 7ho- 
ma Many hadithe ſame diſeaſe; andthar he: died of it : 
and Ma: Edmond Peckham (as Thaue been credibly cn- 
formed) was likewiſe troubled withit.. When I was fick 
ofthis diſeaſe irPraunce, a Scottiſh Door of Phyfick 
thenin Parzz, calledit, as remember, Vertiginem capitis. 
Rriſech (as he ſaid; and'F have often felt) of a wind in 
the bottome of the belly , andiproceeding with a great 
ſwelling; cauſeth a very'ipainfull collicke in the ftomack, 
andan extraordinary giddines inthe head , With this 
Glcaſe T'ams tilt once in foure: or five yeeres troubled,

The women of the houſe{whoſe 
names I doe not now remember) that came to help,and 
attend me, told mefacſt, as my-brothers maid had dene 
before, how greatly the houſe was troubled with ſpirits, 
and afterwards that there were two poſlefied in the 
houſe with deuils : the manner of whoſ: fies they deſcri. 
bed vnto mein ſuch ſort, as I was much amazed there. 
with . Whether theſe women vvere required by the 
Prieſts to tell:me-theſe things or no, I know not : but 
ſhortly after Ma: Dibaate,and Ma: Cornehns two prieſts 
comming vato me,after ſundry queſtions,and ſpeeches 
vied with me, they fell to be of opinion (as it ſcemed, 
and ſo told me) that I was poſlefled with a wicked (pi 
rit: I ſay, (as # ſeemed) fork am fully perſwaded inmy 
conſcience, thatthrey knew wel enough, that neither], 
nor any of the reſt before mentioned were indecde pol- 
ſeſled : bue that they did pretend(o, to worke thereby 
ſuch matters, as they had propounded vnto themlelues, 
whereof for my part I wilno further iudge. Ot thismy 
perſiwaſion I hauc fome reaſons, by that which Ifinde 
written, & depoſed by others to that purpoſe. _ ..... 
When I farſt heard them fay, that I was poſleſſed, 1 
told them that I'doubted not, but that'they were decca» 
ucd therein. I acquainted them with the nature of my 
diſcaſe, and how lang Thad beene troubled with it : but 
they perfited in theit opinion . . For that time leauing 
me,they came ſhortly vnto me againe,and began where 
before they had left :-chen they told me what cxtraordi- 
narie ſtrength 1 ſhewed in oneof my pangues, which 
moued melicle. For the nature of that diſcaſe,is to cauſe 
ones belly to fwelinfuch fore, as two, or three arc nota- 
ble (viing any-good diſcreton) to. keepe downe the 
wind, that feeketh tq aſcend, as it is very wel knowneto:

Diuers other reaſons they vied vnto me, to caufe me 
coſuſpeR the worſt of my ſelfe,and theſe as I think were 


ſome of them : they put me in minde of giuing over my 
| ſtudy beyond the Seas, of leauing the courſe I had be- 


n with the Bouhommes, & of my more youthfull con- 
verſation ſince my returne : theſe and ſuch like poynes 
they vſed, as arguments to convince me, that I was poſ- 
ſeſſed . BucT replying for my ſelfe as I could, and tel- 
ling them what a diſcredit it would be vnto me, to have 
itreported of me, that I was poſſeſſed with a deuil, and 
how it would be a blemith, and a diſgrace vnto me,whi- 
{et] lived : they made lirtle account thereof,ſaying,that 
it was 4 leſſe aiſcreait, and not /o hurifull for aman to hene 
10000 denils tn him then to hawe committed one deadly fine: 
and to this purpoſe they alledged a place out of Saint 
AuguFtine(as farre as I remember.) Beſides they reaſoned 
with me, to prove it the ſafeſt way for me, to ſubmit my 
felte to their triall, whether 1 were poſſeſſed or no : for 
that (as they ſaid) if the deuill were notin mee, 1 could 
take no hurt by theyr triall, whereas if I were poſſeſſed, 
it coulnot but be very dangerous vnto mee, that the 
deuill ſhould ſtill continue in me. By theſe,and ſuch hike 
meanes they perſwaded mee, to yeeld my ſelfe to be di- 

reed by them for the triall of my eſtate. When they 
had me at this point, then they permitted mee to haue 
acceſle vnto Sara Wilkams when ſhe was in her fits, and 
informed me likewiſe of the manner, how ſhee, and 0+ 

thers had beene troubled. | 
This courſe held with me, thev drew me to confeſſi- 
0n, and to promiſe that I would goc no more to the 
Proteſtants Churches : affirming that they could doe 
meno good, vntill I was become againe a member of 
the Catholique Romaine Church . Aﬀeer I had beene 
at one or two of Saras fits, and ſubmitted my ſelfe (as is 
before expreſſed) a pangue of my olde diſcaſe taking 
Mm. hold 
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page, 266, - The confeſsion of 
hold on me , Ma: Dibdalc affirmed poorly to the 
company, that then it was apparant, that Iwas poſlel. 
ſed. Vpon my recouerie he told me, that by applying 
of holy reliques vnto my belly, hee had compelled the 
wicked ſpirit to give me caſe: whereas I never found 
benefit by any ſuch things, but was caſed (as I had been 
at other eimes before, when the fit of the Mother left 
me) by bending of my body forward, which is a cauſe 
of breaking of wind,and conſequently of apparant eaſe, | 
And heereby (as Iam per{waded) I was at that time ea« | 
fed, & not by any reliques. Withina day or two after(a; 
I remember) they told me, that it was neceſlary for me 
to be exorciſed : where: vnto although I was loath to 
yeeld,becauſc I had ſecne their manner of dealing there. 
m eyther with Sara, or Frauncis Wilkams, who by this 
time was ſaid to be all ſo poſſefled, yetT had ſubmitted 
my ſclfe ſo farre, that now it was too late for me to draw 
backe. All things therefore being in a readines, and [in 
good health, and no-wayes troubled with my diſeaſe, 
they bound me faſt in: a-chayre, and fell co their Exor- 
ciſmes with much ſolemnity, and ſhew of great deuoti- 
on. Then they vrged me to drink a very vnpleaſant po- 
tion, which-troubled me greatly; in fo much as I deſired 
them to-vntye me, and giue me leaue to lye downe vp+ 
pon my bed: but they regardedinot my words, or car- 
neſt entreaty, ſaying :- 1: was the denill, and not my lelfe 
that dcfiredſuch reſt, thatſo he mighit not be diſturbed 
in me. At other times when they had me bound in ſuch 
like manner, beſides the faid drinke, they vicd to burne 
brimſtone vnder my noſe, and ſome other things elle, 
which vexed me exceedingly . What I did, andfpakeat 
thoſe times, I doe not now remember : by that which 
ſee they have written of £2 2/arwoed, Trayford, of Sara, 
& Frauncis Willams, 1 doubt not but many things have 
beene reported of me, which are vntrue. It isnot vnlike 
but that when Itound my ſelfeſo entangled with them,

as that I could not rid my ſelfe from them , 7 did, an 
pake many things which were inconuenient, & where- 
of I think I ſhould be aſhamedif I did remember them, 
For after.I had learned their humour, and perceaued as 
wel by therelt, as by minc own experience,what would 
content them, I framed my ſelfe accordingly, 

Whileſt I was thus at Dezham with them, I was neuer 
almoſt ſuffered to be quict : but eyther I was to be exor- 
ciſed my ſelfe, or vrged to be with Sara, or her ſiſter 
Frauncts, or kept priuately in my chamber,and one way 
or other toſſed, and turmoyled by them, till at the laſt 
after ſundry Exorciſmes,and much further trouble pro- 

red by their drinkes, & violent fumigations,they gaue 
idforth3 that they had caſt one deuil out of me: bue 
withſuch intimation , as might breede a ſuſpition that 
there were ſome other leftin me . By this time Chriſt- 
mas drew neere, and whether it was for that they meant 
todeale with Sara.at Hackzey, or for what other cauſe 
they knew belt, they gaue me ouer for a while, and ſent 
meto Ma: Fittons by Windſor , where I \uppole they 
thought I ſhould be wel looked vnto,& ready afterwads 
when they ſhould ſend for me. 

' Tremayned at Ma: Fittons till after the end of the holy 
dayes (as Iremember,) and being free from their vexa- 
tions, did ſolace my felfe with merrie company, as the 
time, and occaſion ſerued . In ſo much as ſome gave it 
out, peraduenture by the prieſts procurement,that I was 
ſlill poſſeſſed with a merry deuil : and others ſaid, that if 


Iwere poſleſled indeede, it could not otherwiſe chooſe, 


buethat he was a deuil,that was not much troubled with 
melancholly, or to that effet, Of theſe reports I heard 
nothing my ſelfe, whileſt 1 was at Mat Fitrons, for if 1 
had, they would much haue abated the edge of my 
mirth, which they ſpake of . But now itis mecte to be 
conſidered, how notably they iovned their matters to- 
gether . Ie greeueth me much that Tam conſtrained to

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the aid booke. But all this notwithſtanding, 1 am more

deale in theſe mattersthus farre, but yet Iſeethatif this 
occaſion had notfallen out, I ſhould neuer haueſo well 
diſcerned their dealing with me. 

Although they gaue it out, chat they had caſt a devil 
out of me (asis before mentioned) and amongſt many 
other reaſons had alledged, that the devill entred into 


me, becanſe I gaue ouer the order of the Bonhommes, & 


further, becauſe ſome might peraduenture ſuſpeR, that 
notwithſtanding all that they had either done or ſaid of 
me, yctall the diſcaſe that I had was but onely the Mo. 


ther, now they haue a deuiſe to cleere all theſe poynts,as 


itis apparant in the ſaid booke ſo often before mentio- 
ned. On Monday the tenth of [annary , Sara Williams 


is pretended to haue a meruailous great fit at Hackney, 


and amongſt many other ſpeeches which the prieſt that 


exorciſed her then vſed, hee commeth at laſt co theſe; 


There ts one (faith hee ro the deuill as it was pretended) 
that hath the Mother , what ſayeit thou to him ? Thede- 
uill aunſwereth,that is a Mother indeed. So heereby they 
would make it plaine, that it was not the ether that] 
was troubled with. But the prieſt gocth forward ſaying, 
was there any ſpirit ca5t out of him ? and the dcuill aun- 
ſwered, yea a little one, but to no prrpoſe. So as now they 


haue a ſufficicnt teſtimonie, that I was diſpoſleſied of 


one deuill whillt I was at Denham. 

Furehermore,it is pretended by Saras deuill,that there 
reinaineth ſtill in mee the Prince of all other deuils, 
whoſe name ſhould be Iodrn, which gaue them mat- 
ter enough to worke vpon againe with me.

When the laid prieſts had diſpatched.their buſines at 
Hackney, theythen-returned cowards mec., vppon pre- 
tence to calt the great Prince loa (as I ſuppole) out 
of mee, 1bccing at. Ma. Fittons (as. is before ſaid) it fell 
out that by realvun of good company, I daunced that 
pight ſo long, that I caſt my ſelfe into a very great ſweat, 
and was weary.. Afterward , whether before I went to 
bed, or when I was in bed , Iqdoe not well remember, I 
hada fit of the Adother, as I hauc had;before, and. often 
cimss ſince vppon ſuch violent exerciſes. It happened 
that this night ſom of the ſaid prieſts that were at Jach- 
ne, (as Ithinke) came to Ma, Fittons , who hearing of 
my fit, aid it was no meruaile, for it was confeſſed by 
the deuill in Sara, that I had the Prince of many deuils 
in me, or words ta that cffet. Hecreuppon in the mor- 
ning one Miſtris Azze Morea gentlewoman, waitin 
vpon Miſtris Fiztoz came vnto me, and told mee vvitt

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better, nor worſe; which cauſed me tothinke, thatthoſe |

ſometimes ſo perfume Sara, Wilkams. with ſuch lyke 
ſmoakes, as her face hath looked-blacker,. then euer I 
fawa chimney ſweepers . Which heates, and ſmels to« 
gether with their potions, did make hertotalke,& rage 
azif ſhe had beene mad . And the. prieſts would make 
ſome vſe of euery thing ſhe faid : and fo I thinke I may 
by her eſteeme of mine owne caſe,when they had made 
mein cffe& mad,.no meruaile though. ] ſpake, & fared 
like a mad man. ' Es.

Next it, holy water at a pinch,wheni 
it would not goe-downe, paſt Sys mouth into her 
throat, but ſtucke in the way,her throat was figned with 
the croſſe,& then it ſlipped down, as eafily asa draughe 
of Ale. It ſceemes that holy water was old; for you ſee 
when it was freſh, the deuil himſelfe was notablero 
come within the ſmell , but leapt out at a window for: 
haſt tobe gone, Thirdly, itreſtored ſpeechto Sarah, 
when it was loſt. Sara conld not ſpeake (ſaies the Recor- 
der) till the prieſt had ſigned her throat with the croſſe. Sara 
was now a ſcholler of! ſome ſtanding (as thee ſaith) and: 
knew, when her cue came to fay ouer her gears. * 
' Fourthly , Sara knew a peece of the croſle by the: 
ſmell, and that might ſhe doe right wel, for they keptie 
fo ſweetin a boxe, (faith Sara) that ſhe muſt have had a' 
ſhrewd poſe, that ſhould not have foundit. Fiftly,-it 
brought Sara to her ſelfe when ſhee was in atraunce, ori 
opened hereyes when ſhee was broade awake. Yetold' 
Edmunds beſtowes more grace vppon it alone then all 
theſe: for when he had hunted vp the deuil into Hare 
woods head with his holy hands, meaning 'ta barricads/ 
himthere, that the people might ſee himlooke out at 
CHMarwoods eyes, eares, and nole, as apriſoner doth vie 
tolooke out at an yron' grate: hee fignes Marwoods 
throat with the ſigne of the Croſſe , with this holy ad-' 
Juration , bic Chri#ti limen eſt, hos limites ne tranſcende * 
this is Chriſtes owne limit, ſee that yee ſtep not oner this liner" 
and yet as ſcemes, for feare the deuil ſhould haue aduen-' 
cured, to put his foote oucrtheline, hee claps on the ſa- 
cred maniple to, & winds it about his neck, chat if there 
were neede, the Croſle might call to his good neigh- 
bour, to helpe ſtop the thiefe. For theſe holy _— 
Engines were better managed, tlien our ordinary cry of
